Something spapped and the bhands
on the indicator began to revolve with be
wildering rapidity. When the collapse came
May was quoted (at § e and the crowd was
lazily trading In it and watching for the
“cliques™ to bezin to unload. It was gener-
ally belleved that all but one or two of the
hieavy lines ot long wheat liad been sold and
that the holders of others were only walting
for a chance to get sut. There was no real
solld strength to the market and an execuse
only was needed for a break to begin, Some-
body received a Paris cable announcing that
the chamber of deputies had passed the blll
putting an sdditional import duty of five
franes per kilometre on foreign wheat, The
news circulated quickly, Two leading local
operators anpeared dimuitapecusly on the de-
posit side of the pits and each offered to sell
“100,000 bushels or any part of it and the
market crowd held its breath a8 mowent and
then ens<ued & wild rush and scramble,
Down, down, down went the price. The
arket broke to sle before the speculators
tould renlize what was going on.  Every-
body was elamoring to sell and there were
few who cared or dared to buy, Ail sorts of
absured and sensational reports concerniug
the standing of tirms were put o cireciation,
and everybody was trying to guess what the
slump meant and what caused it, So faras
can be learned, nobody was hurt.
seems to be that the warket was much wore
“evened up' than the crowd thougtt could

be possible and that the lee was thinner than |

the best lnformed tmagined. Of all the Lrins
which hiad been reliea on 1o enine to the res-
cus when the market showed signs of weak-
ness ooly two gave it Fleld, Lindley & Co,
Irwin, Green & Co, Gieorge C, Walker & Co,
A. M Wright & Co, and the others were
busy doing nothing so {ar as anybody esuld
see. though later on they appeared as buyers
to a modemte extent, The market bouneed
from Ble to S15%5c with the elasticity of a rub-
ber ball. dropping back to Sle again with
almost squal suddennes. A quleter teeling
took possession of the market ere long, and
during the last quarter of an hour of the long
session May vanged from Sllee to 51%e,
resting at  =lige, Jupe leaving off at
Blye., Trading was on a3  smaller
stu than mignt he
during that exciting half hour. Fluctuations
were 8o violent that traders ecouldn’t keep up
with them with eny degree of satisfation,
and the execution of orders was attended
with difficulty. During the recess the
panicky feelin: subsided to a very consider-
able extent and people bezan to inquire if
they hadn't been needlessly stampeged. The
backbone of the corn marxet pghsented a
stiffness to-day that was highly grd@tifying to
the bulls, Corn showed by far better Staying
fualities than wheat and closed atan im-
provement up tolo'cloex of 4@ %e on fu-
tures beyond May, The big break in wheat
had a tWwmporarily deworalizineg effect on
corn, of ecourse, but from the inside fiztires
touched by May property thiere was a rully of
e and that future closed atl o'clock in the
same noteh that it did last olehit—41 5e. Not
since the crop scare last summer has there
bévn witnessed as active trading as there
was tn-dsi', There were but fuw bigz roand
Ints on sale. but in the asgresate s tremen-
dously heavy business was transacted, thelpit
Leing crowded trom center to elrcuniference
mwost of the long session. Prominent opera-
tors in wheat and provisions came over and
took a hand and the exeitement ran higher
The ter portion of the time the shorts
bought right and left on the early buige, in
addition o which there was large, miscellan-
eous and general investment buving under
the popular belief that some corn wasa good
thing to have. The opening was very un-
settled, the official opening hignres being 41%e
for May. But, In differeut parts of the
erowd, 413ec and 41%¢ was paid at the same
time. Very quickly the market began to
broaden and strengthen and a ground swell
set in that carried May to 42%c aud Jupe to
42%e. Heavy buving kept the boom thus
started going until wheat broke, when the
Fr.ce of May dropped to 41%¢. Oats were
alriy active and nrmer, the speculative mar-
het  sympathizing closely with corn
and showing no  special  features*
May opened and closed at 2%e. selling
meantime at a range of Waidie. 'ork was
at s standstill.

The Star of Bethlehem.

Chicago Tribune The New York
Herald has recently devoted a consider-
able portion of its space to the su-ealled
“star of Bethlehemw,” and its deserip-
tions have heen copied into other papers
far and wide. Toe special stimuius for
the effort is the expectation by soms
people thut the star which burst upon
the vision of I'veho Brahe November 11,
1572, will reappear in 1857, its period as a
variable Leing assnmed o be 815 yeurs,
The prediction is basced upon the recordsa
oorurrence of similar phenomena in the
years 1204 and %45, As these three Jates
are sepgrated Ly intervals of 308 and §10
years, atd as theee previous appearances
al esorresponding intervals wonld earry
us baek to the beginning of the Christian
ern, some would e wise rean has iumpesl
to the conelusion that this star is the on
wiieh appeared at the birth of Christ
The hint nas teen 80 estensively ac-
cepled that 3 great many people wie ou |

and seem to awart it with conlidence
that there can be no mistake in regurd
to il.

A little closer aequaintance with the
facts will sufice to show thu* the whole
thing Is a blander—at ieast in so far as

identity muy be claimed as the star seen
by Txcho with that reported by Mathew

| to have gone befors the wise men of the

east in tneir search for the infant Savior,
I'he language of the gospel is that the
star went till it “‘stood over where the
young child was "' That means that the
star must have veen very near the verti
cal when it passed the weridian above
the pole, in which case its declination
wWis not more than 825 north, The ap
puritions referred to as having occurred
in subsequent years were visible in not
fur from 60° of north declination and
could never approach the point overhiead
at Bethlehem <o nearly ns the midsum-
mer sun comes to our zenith It is evie
dent that such a star could not fulfill the
conditions laid down in the gospel, and
a reappearance in the iatter part of the
nineteenth century could not be properly
regarded as forming a connecung hink
between us and the scenes enacted near
Jerusalem 1,901 vears ago.

There i really no proof of identity be-
the star seen by Tycho and those strang-
ers which blazed out in earlier years,
The positions of none of them except the
last were noted precicely enough to en-
able the astronomer to draw & connect-
ing line between them. Butit is not ve-
yond the range of possibitity that a
variable star should exist with such a
long period, though it is ditticult to do
more than guess at the conditions that
would cause & star to blaze up at such
long intervals and die ont to invisibility
during the lapseof such enormous eyecles,
Several cases of variability with Jess time
are known, the two most notable ex-
amples being Algol, which goes through

all its changes in a few days and
Myra, with requires the larges:

part of a year for the details of its per-

formance, But these and all other
known variable< Keep in the same point
of the heavens, as referred to the earth,

while passing from dimness to effulgence
and back ngain to the phase of faininess
of light., Toere is no renson to think that
an obiject varinble or otherwize, cun de-
seribe s journey extending over a twelfth
purt of the circumference of the sphere,
and return at the vast Lineal distance
thnt separates us from the nearest star,
such an idea involves what may be eallod
= mathematieal absurdity, which must be
accepled by those who expect o see the
Star of Bethlehem shine oot in the con-
stellation of Cussiopea, which 18 where
Tychosaw his marvel.

A Town Held in Pawn,

Pall Mali Gazette: It may not be gen-
erallv Known that the little seaport town
of Wismar, in the Baltie, is virtaally in
the same position as Montague Tigg's
shirt—namely nt the pawnbroker’'s, It
was in 1803 that Sweeder pawned the
town to the duchy of Mecklenburg for a
round snm of money. It was then stip-
ulated that the town should be restored to
sweden at the end of a century, provided
the sum lent. together with interest, were
paid back to Mecklenburg.

This sum is now =aid to amount to sev-
eral hundred million marks, and appar-
parently there is little ckance of Wismar
being able to pay it at the date fixed.
This singulnr treaty has lain dormant in
the archives of the municipality ever since
it was made up to the other day, when
apropos of the concession of some land
to the enstoms anthoritles, it was ex-
humed for legal purposes.
